sion have been moderate, but sufficient for 
his purpose. 
While others have dreamed 


ol gold, he lias been in pursuit of know- 
ledge. 
In all his dealings he has the repu- 


tation of being generous but exact, and 
above all, rigorously honest. He would 
bo a bold man who would aay that Abra- 
ham Lincoln ever wronged any one out ot 
a cent, or ever spent a dollar that he had 
not honestly earned. His struggles in 
early life have made him careful of money, 
iiut his generosity with his own is prover- 
bial. He is a regular attendant upon reli- 
gious worship, and though not a commnni- 
cant, is a pew-holder and liberal supporter 
of the Presbyterian Chrich in Springfield, 
to which Mrs. Lincoln belongs, 
He is a 


scrupulous teller ol the truth—too exact 
in his notions to suit the atmosphere of 
Washington as it now is. His enemies 
may say that he tells Black Republican 
lies ; but no man ever charged that, in a 
professional capacity, or as a cifoen deal- 
ing with his neighbors, he would depart 
from the Scriptural command. At home, 
he lives like a gentleman of modest means 
and a'mple tastes. A good-sized house ol 
wood, simply but- tastefully furnished, sur- 
rounded by trees and flowers, is his own, 
and there he lives, at peace with himsnlf, 
ihe idol of his family, and for his honesty, 
ability, and patriotism, the admiration ol 
Ms countrymen.

-The Cattle Disease, 


The cattle disease now raging in Eastern 


Massachusetts, prevailed in England from 
1744'to 1755. In Nottinghamshire, 40,- 
)00 head of cattle died in six months; in 
Cheshire 30,000. During the third year 
of the disease, £135,000 were paid out of 
the public treasury, as a recompense for 
slaughtered cattle. In 1857, in forty-three 
villages in Holland, 14,000 head of cattle 
died or were killed. 


The malady is now mairly confined, to 


the East, but-it may easily be borne to 
other sections, by the contact or removal 
of cattle. The Homestead, a Connecticut 
Agricultural paper, has the following sug- 
gestions : 


First—The 
Connecticut Eiver Bank 


should by decree of the Commissiotiera in 
Massachusetts, and by others appointed in 
Connecticut and Vermont, be made 'a 
boundary, over which no neat animal shall 
pass Westward from 
this day till the 


ilague io stayed, on penalty of a heavy 
,ne, and the immediate slaughter of the 
animal. Thus, at r,o small sacrifice, will 
the i eople cast of the river hove the fatis- 
taction of knowing that in all probability 
the broad .Connecticut will be the limit 
over which the disease will not pass. 


Second—As regards our own State and 


New Hampshire, the cordon of towns join- 
ing Massachusetts Irom the river East- 
ward, should be, for the prestnt, under 
"martial law"—it should be forbidden on 
heavy penalty to allow any neat stock to 
pass the town linen outward, in any direc- 
tion, except within the bounds of th's farms 
of their owners, which may happen to lie 
upon the line. The authorities ot the ad- 
joining towns should bsdincted to slaugh- 
ter animals thus straying or driven from 
thio line of towns, and at their option, bury 
them, or allow the ovinrn to take home 
the beef. 


Denth of Theodore Pnrker,
